Tondon, February 15.—4:20 a. m.—The 
British army, for the first time since the 
war began, is inside the Boer frontier. 

Lord Roberts, with at least 40,000 in- 
fantry, 7,000 cavalry and 150 guns, has 
turned the Migersfontéin Tines before 
which the British forces have been en- 
camped for ten weeks, and with half of his 
corps, he is already operating on Free 
State territory. 

A battle has not yet been fought, but 
large tactical advantages have been gain- 
ed. The relief of Kimberley is within 
measureable reach, and the way to Bloem- 
fontein is appreciably easier. 

The dispatches of Lord Roberts sketch 
three days’ work. The forward move- 
ment began on Sunday when Colonel Han- 
nay set out with a brigade of mounted

Two lIittie white boys were sentenced 
yesterday to a week’s close confinement 
in a cell at the police barracks for hav- 
ding been implicated in the burglary of a 
gechoolhouse. The boys were arrested yes- 
terday morning, and their trial before 
the recorder yesterday afternoon ' made 
one of the most’ pathetic scenes ever wit- 
messed in ‘that court. 

The trial and the sentence of the judge 
brought out the need of a reformatory 
more forcibly than any argument could 
have done, and both the recorder and 
the superintendent of public schools took 
occasion to refer to the great need of 
such an institution. 

Officer Hewell arrested Horace O'Neal, 
mged ten, and Willie Smith, aged thir- 
teen, yesterday morning on the charge 
of burglarizing the Boulevard school. 

During the past twelve months the 
Boulevard school has been’ %hurglarized 
some half dozen times, but no clew could 
be found to lead to the arrest of the gull 
ty persons. It was beleved the burgla- 
ries were the work of boys, for very 
littie of value was taken, although con- 
siderable damage was done to the build- 
ing and desks, 

As Major Slaton expressed it, hardly a 
week passed but a report was made of 
that school having been broken open. 
Biackboards were ruined, ‘books were 
stolen or destroyed and the desks dam- 
aged. 

Tuesday night the building was entered 
by four or five boys, the door to the 
cellar having been opened with a pleco 


of an old doorknob. Among the articles | 


taken were a number of pocket Knives 
which a teacher had received from pupils 
and which had been placed in a cigar 
box, 

Four Arrests Are Made. 

Officer Hewell investigated the case. 

Yesterday morning County Chief of 
Police Turner and County Policeman 
Hamilton arrested two white boys on 
the charge of being implicated in the 
attempt to burn the pavilion at Ponce de 
Leon Spring last Sunday night. These 
boys were Robert Whatley, son of O. B. 
Whatley, of No. 183 Highland avenue, 
and Will King, son of Dr. A. J. King, 
of No. 59 Johnson street. The officers 
were informed by yeung Whatley that 
he and other boys were GUmplicated in 
the burglarizing of the Boulevard school- 
house and he gave the names of Horace 
O'Neal and Willie Smith. O’Neal is a 
son of T. A. O'Neal, of No. 32 Randolph 
Street, and Smith is a son of Mrs. Lois 
Giles, of No. 25 Cawley street. 

Upon this information Officer 
@rrested O’Neal and -Smith and the two 
boys made a confession, stating that 
they were with the boys who entered 
the schoolhouse, but denied they broke 
Open the door or took any of the Knives. 

O'Neal and Smith were given a private 
trial in the office of chief of police yes- 
and the scene was a 
most pathetic one. Both of the boys were 
in tears. Mrs. O’Neal was present, her 
husband being in Augusta on business, 
and she wept bitterly when her little 
son was sentenced. The teachers present 
Could not help shedding tears, and Ma- 
jor Slaton and the recorder were both 
Visibly affected. Even the officer, who 
is much inured to touching scenes, wiped 
the tears from his eyes, 

The janitor of the schoolhouse told 
@bout the burglary and stated that he 
saw Willie Smith and Horace O'Neal 
about ithe building in the afternoon.

“I don’t know what to advise,’ was 
the reply. “‘We have been so much an- 
noyed by the schoolhouse being broken 
open that the time has come when some- 
thing must be done to put a stop to it. 
The Boulevard school has been burglar- 
ized a half dozen times this winter.”’ 

Need of a Reformatory. 

““‘We need a reformatory,” suggested the 
recorder. 

*‘Need it,’’ replied Major Slaton: ‘‘there 
was never an institution so much needed 
in the history of the city. It must b@ 
had if we expect to take care of the 
erring boys, unless we sit idle and see 
them raised up as criminals.’’ 

“I hate to see boys like these, 
appear to come from respectable homes,” 
the recorder said, ‘‘go to the city stock- 
ade or chaingang, where ‘they will as- 
sociate with some of the worst class of 
criminals. And yet they have vioiated 
the law and should be punished.”’’ 

While ‘tth:s conversation was going on 
Mrs. O’Neal had her face buried in her 
hands and was weeping bitterly. The 
two lady teachers from the Boulevard 
school, who were present, were boking 
at the boys through misty eyes. 

The boys themselves were crying. 

Addressing the two youthful prisoners, 
Recorder Broyles said: 

‘“T will not send you to the stockade 
this time, but I have decided to sentence 
you to a week’s close confinement in the 
city prison.”’ 

‘‘Maybe that will have a good effect,”’ 
remarked Major Slaton. 

A Week in a Cell. 

“TI do wish we had a reformatory,’’ the 

recorder continued. ‘‘There is searcely a 


day but what I see the need of it.’’ 

The station sergeant was instructed to 
keep the two boys in elose confinement 
for a week. 

The teachers approached the boys and 
told them to learn a lesson from what 
they were undergoing. 

Major Slaton placed a hand on their 
shoulders and said impressively: 

‘“‘My young friends, you have here only 
those who wish to see you do well. Turn 
‘over a new leaf and let this be a lesson 
which you will never fcrget as long as 
you live.” 

Mrs. O'Neal bade her little son goodby 
through blinding tears. 

The boys were placed in close confine- 
ment and will be kept in a cell until next 
Wednesday morning. 

The two boys arrested by the county 
police were taken before Justice Landrum 
on warrants and bonds were made.

HE WAS A PROMINENT INVENTOR 


He Led an Unusually Interesting 
and Active Life and Was for 
Years a Prominent Fac- 
tor in Business 
Affairs. 


Major Austin Leyden, one of Atlanta’s 
oldest and most prominent citizens—a man 
who had a varied career, and who lived a 
life of. great usefulnmess—died suddenly at 
his residences, 198 Peachtree street, at l 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, 

Death came suddenly and without warn- 
ing, and was a great shock to his family. 
. For some months Major Leyden has not 
been in good health, but his condition had 
not been such a3 to cavuse alarm. Ten 
minutes before the fatal attack came 
Major Leyden was taiking to his wife and 
son. Suddenly he complained of feeling 
badly. Jie was removed to his room, but 
died before he had been placed in his bed. 

Seven years ago Major Leyden had a 
stroke of paralysis, and he never fully 
recovered from it. 

Major Leyden was seventy-fcur yeuirs 
cld at the time of his death. He was 
born in Belfast, Center county, Pennsyl- 
veania. He came of ¢istinguished ancestry, 
and was a descendint of Sir John Leyden, 
a man of rare literary attainments, who 
was knightel for valuable service render- 
ed in India. On his mother’s side he was 


a descendant of John McBride, who served | 


under General Anthony Wayne in the 
revolutionary war. On account of 
services, John McBride was given a val- 
uable tract of land in Pennsylvania. 

Major Leyden began life on the cauial 
boats on the Susquehanna and Schuylkill 
rivers. He was made captain of a ileet of 
small boats at the age of sixteea. Shortly 
after he came to Georgia and worked for 
‘Hon. Mark A. Couper, of the Cooper Iron 
Works, at Cartersville. He was manager 
of these works for three yeas. 

He came to Atlanta in 1838, and has 
lived in this city since that time. He be- 
came associated with Robert Finley in the 
foundry business, and built whe works now 
known as the Allanta Machine Works. 

Major Leyden married Miss’ Khoda 
Catherein Herring, the daugnter of the 
late Wiiliam Herring. 

Major Leyden was a man of great in- 
ventive genius, and several of his inven- 
tions are now in general wse.

If we reduce the 
cotton crop to eight million bales and stimu- 
late prices, we will encourage the raising 
of cotton in other countries and probably 
after one year we will have to meet a Rus- 
sian rival. as we did after our war, in India 
cotton, which will not be so easily overthrown, 
as that rival can produce cotton equal, if not 
better than Georgia or South Carolina sta- 
Die * 

We must remember that we have no trust 
on growing cotton, for the war between ‘ths 
states settled that question and now we have 
to fight for our cotton supremacy by supplying 
the world denand at a price that will defeat 
ecmpetition, and to do that we must make 
cotton at the lowest possible cost and in 
quantities to meet the consumption of the 
world. Our efforts should be directed in re- 
ducing the cost of production instead of re- 
ducing acreage, and if we do not do this Rus- 
sia will uncrown the American King 
ton.

telephone company to the surety company.

\ Conductor on the Train Refused To 


Honor the Ticket. 


RAILROAD OFFICIALS CONFISCATE PAPER

Levison Says He Will Refund Money 
When Ticket Is Produced—Pos- 
sessory Warrant May F¥ssue. 


George Levison, a railroad ticket broker. 
was a defendant in Justice Landrum’s 
court yesterday afternoon, and he was 
charged with being a ‘‘common cheat and 
swindler.’ The prosecutor was N. K. 
Cafferty, a traveling salesman. The cause 
of the trial was a railroad ticket, which 
Levison had sold and which Cafferty had 
bought, 


Cafferty purchased a ticket from Levi- | 


son from Atlanta to Washington and 
boarded: a. train. . The conductor refused 
to take up the ticket, and Cafferty was 
forced to pay his fare as far as Gaines- 
ville. He returned to Atlanta on the next 
train and called to see ‘Levison. 

The 


fused to honor the ticket because it was 
out of date. 

Levison assured Cafferty that the ticket 
Was not eut of date, 

Cafferty went to the Southern railway 
ticket office and showed the ticket, at 


the same time stating that the conductor | 
had refused to honor it. The person who | 
took the ticket to examing it declined to | 


return it to Cafferty, alleging that it was 
in “‘improper hands,”’ 
person to whom it was originally issued 
did not have possession of it, 

Other person had a right to use it. 


Cafferty went back to Levison and -de- | 


manded the return of the money he had 
paid for the tticket. Levison Said: 

“Give me the ticket and I will give 
you the money.” ' 

Then Cafferty swore out a warrant for 
Levison, charging him with being qa ‘‘com- 
mon cheat and swindler.’’ 

The case was heard in Justice Lan- 
drum’s court yesterday afternoon at 4:30 
o’clock, and the facts as given deével- 
oped, 

Levison stated in court that he was 
still willing to return the money when 
the ticket was protiuced. 

Justice Landrum dismissed the warrant. 
holding that Levison had acted honestly 
in the matter. 

Last night Levison stated to a reporter 
of The Consitution that he wanted to as- 
sist Cafferty in the matter as much as 
possible. 

“‘I don’t wish to see the man lose the 
money,’ said the ticket broker, -‘and I 
expect to do everything ] can to assist
